During the war, m any 
Americans resented 
the bureaucratic assum ptio n that ev< ry bo dy was dis­ 
ho nest until pro ved o therwise and that co mpulsio n, 
therefo re, was necessary 
We co nserved tires and gaso line because co nser­ 
vatio n was lo gical and necessary . We did no t deal in 
the black market, o r practice any o f the sly do dges 
that make it po ssible to stay inside the law but to 
live o utside ratio ning restrictio ns.
